It appears from the Los Angeles Office’s 
e:cpGrionce. in investigating the Mew Left that counterintelligence 
prograiis instituted by the Bureau ~in this regard necessitate 
a different approach from previous efforts^ directed at the 
Corjnunist Party, USA (CPUSA) and other groups, 

_The Nev/ Left differs from these organizations in 
that the Mev; Left organizations such as Students for a 
Democratic Society’ (SDS) in the Los Angeles area are unstructured 
and both membership and leadership is constantly changing. In 
addition, many of the New Left groups are based on the car-ipuses 
of institutions of learning. 

A Los Angeles informant in the SDS describes 
meetings to plan a demonstration as approaching choas. Numerous 
suggestions are made at the informal meetings. None are adopted, 
and when the demonstration takes place it appears that the 
student who shouts his idea the loudest has his plan adopted. 

It is suggested that the Bureau's coimterintelligence 
efforts be directed at these two features of the Nev; Left, i.e. 
the unst Pictured, fluid composition of the organization and 
the fact that they are usually based on campTis, Recently a 
newspaper article in a Los Angeles paper reported on a student 
demonstration in a Colorado university. As a result of the 
demonstration, the university president dismissed the students 
from, the school and \-;as ins truric:-ital in their being 
prosecuted for violation of the law. No subsequent reports 
of demonstrations from this school have appeared in Los Angeles 
papers.

\palliative school administration is not so fortvinate, I 
the BureaM can effect isolation of the leadership of thes^-*'-^’ 
groxips by expulsion from school, criminal prosecution or 
repudis-tion by students in generajL, our counterintelligence 
program v:ill be successful.. 

It appears that the most desirable co\anterintelligence 
action should be initiated by the school administration vith 
a vievf to promptly and firmly discouraging student demonstrations. 
It has been noted that ^^^J;len the school adr.iinist ration 
•vacillates, the demonstrations increase in intensity and 
conversely vhere prompt vigorous action is.. tal:en the 
demonstrations subside. It is y there for e ;*:_s.uAgeated that-„the 
Bureau consider initiating a series . of. conferences similar ^ 
to those Hov? held regarding bank robberies. _ These conferences 
riight be called”by'na^prbrnihent educator who is friendly 
to the Bureau. __Both school administration and law enforc.eme.nt . 
officials v/ould participate”,' * It is”' possible* that someone 
from the academic community might present a paper of the 
causes of the demonstrations and local law enforcement 
could then make suggestions as to the control of the 
demonstrations. These conferences night be held on either 
a national or regional basis. 

In line with this, it is ''suggested that consideration 
be given to advising friendly school administration officials 
of pending demonstrations on their campuses and the identity 
of persons v/ho will be leading the demonstrations vxith the 
hope that they might take prior action which would eliminate 
or minimize the effect of the demonstration. 

The Los Angeles Office is continuing close liaison 
with local law enforcement officials regarding proposed 
demonstrations and plans to continue to do so and to alert 
local lavf enforcement to any potential trouble areas and 
to encourage thorn to take prompt vigorous action to curtail 
any violence grov/ing out of the demonstration.

operating on campuses of most major colleges and universities

D etixc the past year, college 
I campuses across the United 
States from Columbia to 
Stanford exploded with violence, 
bloodshed and arson. In the thick of 
this disruption was an organization 
of self-proclaimed radicals called the 
Students Icr a Dcmi>cratic Society 
(SDS). 

This fall, as classes resume, edu- 
cators and police who once shrugged 
off SDS as just another band of 
youthful rebels arc bracing for more 
trouble. To see svhy, look at a sam- 
pling of SDS's recent record. At the 
University of Wisconsin last fall, 70 
persons were injured after an SDS- 
organized riot against Dow Chemi- 
cal Co. recruiters. At the University

of Georgia, SDS-led demonstrators 
occupied the administration build- 
ing, demanding that women stu- 
dents be allowed to drink and stay 
out all night. At San Francisco State, 
they launched a ramp.-'ge of looting, 
brawling and attempted arson of a 
campus bookstore, all in the name of 
defending four hoodlums who had 
beaten up the editor of the student 
newspaper.

How PiHk? Thoiigli the SDS has 
an image of Independent radicalism, 
mounting evidence indicates it is 
not as much a "New Left" as it 
would have press and public believe. 
For instance: 

• Communists have sat’*!n ofT 
SDS meetings and coached organ- 
i*crs from the start. In turn, SDS 
leaders have been welcomed at secret 
communist conventions. 

• The 1965 SDS convention re- 
galed a constitutional stipulation 
barring conimunist.s from member- 
ship. Subsequently, Communist 
Party leaders quietly told members 
they "could work through SDS." 
Soon a Progressive Labor Party 
group iympathitic to’ the Red Chi- 
nese moved into SDS. Today the 
Maoist, Stalinist and Trotskyitc 
Communist Parties abound at SDS ' 
conventions and control some SDS 
chapters. 

• SDSers maintain contacts with 
communist nations through fre- 
quent foreign travels. Tom Hayden, 
an^ SDS founder and its tactical 
chieftain, visited Hanoi in 1965 with 
top U.S. Red strategist Herbert Ap- 
theker. He has also sojourned in 
Moscow, Peking and Havana. In 
September 1967, ten SDSers jour- 
neyed to Bratislava, Czechoslovakia, 
for a week-long ultra-sewet pow- 
wow with Vietcong and North 
Vietnamese reprcjcntatives. Other 
leaders went to Havana for Castro’s

• A stiong ccmniunisc flavor was 
vividly apparent at SDS’s national 
convention in East Lansing, Mich., 
last June. Moved by the romantic 
y^age of Castro, delegates spouted 
' the maxims of Che Guevara and 
; paraded in khakis. Of the three na- 
tional officers chosen, only one failed 
^ to proclaim himself a communist. 
1 Before her unanimous election as in- 
kier-organizational secretary, non-stu- 
dent Bernadine Dohrn, 26, was 
asked if she was a "socialist." Her 
reply: "I consider myself a revolu- 
tionary communist.” At that, the au- 
dience of 500 rose in cheers. 

The SDSers inarched the red flag 
of communist revolution and the 
black flag of anarchy to the dais of 
their convention, .hall. Without a 
ripple of dissent, speaker after speak- 
er c.vpoused the dogma that Ameri- 
can society must be destroyed by 
constant disruption now and revo- 
lutionary “armed struggle" when 
the time is ripe. "The ability to 
manipulate people through violence 
and m.ass media has never been 
greater, the potential for us as radi- 
cals never more exciting, than now,” 
one speaker proclaimed. Behind the 
scenes, FBI intelligence has revealed, 
a secret workshop in "sabotage and 
explosives” dealt with what type of 
bomb best destroys communications 
and how to fire hfolotov cocktails 
from shotguns. 

Vet it would be a mistake simply 
to identify all SDS members as Mos- 
cow or Peking communists. Indeed,

many are actively anti-Kremlin^Ji 
non-communi.^t. Their comrnV 
bond "i^a passionate desire to de- 
stroy, to annihil.itc, to tear down,” 
says FBI diiector J. Edgar Hoover, 
"To put it bluntly, they are a new 
type of subversive, and their danger 
is great" 

To understand how dangerous, 
look at the SDS in action>s the nttost^ 
explosive of the recent disorders—^ 
the upheaval at Columbia. 

Revolt at Columbia. Late last year, 
300 delegates to the SDS National 
Council at Bloomjngton, Ind., de- 
cided to launch a rtational campaign 
they dubbed "Ten days to shake the 
empire,” Secret caucuses picked Co-: 
lumbia for a "beacon" demonstra-' 
tion whose flare would spark a 
nationwide cc^nflagration. 

lycld general for -the insurrection 
was junior Mark Rudd, who had 
been named Columbia SDS chaptn' 
chairman after returning from a Jifi- 
uary tour in Cuba. On March 27, he 
led a hundred followers into Low Li- 
brary, Columbia's large-domed ad- 
ministrative center, and demanded 
that the university end its sponsor- 
ship of a defense research institute. 
Ordered to appear for disciplinary 
action, Rudd announced that a new 
march would be made into Low 
Library on April 23. Blocked by 200 
anti-SOS students on that date, he 
and his followers stormed into Ham- 
ilton Hall, Coliimbia's'main under- 
graduate classroom center. There 
they imprisoned Dean Henry Cole- 
man and two aides for 25 hours and 
unveiled a list of "demands," rang- 
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mg from con,nk,c r.rnncjtv (^dd 
and odicr.. to stop,;n,c ccnsJ^

Said Coalition spokes- 
man Paul Vilardi: “Student do 
flasc some reasonable complaints 
but what SDS is doing to Columbia 
IS like shttaig your wife’, throat be- 
cause she eats crackers in bed ’’ 

But President Gravson Kirk vacil- 
lated. He suspendci^ gym construc- 
tion, and reportedly promised to end 
- military research, even t6 lender his 
>;«>S"ation “for reasons of 
health. So 400 ami-prcicstcrs, wear- 
ing coats and ties as their own badge 
of protest, formed a human wall 
around Low Library offices to 
stop fewe^ and messengers. The radi- 
cals med to storm through, swing- 
mg fists, but the blockaders held. 
Finally, with the radicals rumored 
to be arming themselves with pipes 
ahd bricks. Kirk sent 
Majority Coalition home and asked 
police to clear the buildings.

She 
prefers the strategy of "going 
limp,’ a fashion ^ set dur- 
ing the Berkeley riots. 

Mike Myerson, former 
chairman of the early Berke-: 
ley radical group SLATE, del- 
egate to the Eighth World 
Communist Youth Festival in 
Helsinki, who went oo to 
found, with Bettina and oth- 
ers, the D u B 0 i 8 clubs for 
bringing together Communist 
youth. On a visit to Hanoi in 


1965, Myerson- was proclaimed 
an "h 0 n 0 r a r y ncpfiew ’ of 
Communist leader Ho Chi 
Minh. He has participated in - 
demonstrations in this country 
wearing a Viet Cong cap and 
a ring he claims was made 
[ r 0 m the wreckage of an 
American plane. ^ 

Karen Wald, or Lieberman, 
who reportedly went from 
Berkeley to Cuba, on to Mos- 
cow, back to New. York in 
time for the Columbia upris- 
ing, then back to Berkley for 
the latest disturbance {here. 

Jer^ Rubin, now in prison 
fn* his part in the Chicago dis- 
orders. in a letter to friends 
asking for contributions to the 
"Rubin Defense Committee,” 
Rubin wrote: "To challenge

tors). 

Hamilton told the House 
Committee o n Un-American 
Activities in 19G6: “1 joined 
..p- ■ . with other people who are 
' fighting for a just and social- 
ist society and I became a 
member of the Progressive 
Labor party and be^me a 
Marxist-Leninist." 

Some Negro groups have 
steered clear of the Commun- 
ists. Their leaders are experi- 
enced. sincere men conceited 
only to right the wrongs that 
Negroes^ have undeniably suf- 
fered down the years, "nicy 
are conducting a responsible, 
worthwhile campaign for bet- 
ter facilities for tteir people 
and, in schools.- more courses 
tailor^ to what they regard 
as thc7r own needs. Above all. 
they want recognition for the 
black people as people with 
pride in their own heroes, his- 
tory and culture. 


Some black groups, howev- 
er, have fallen under the Com- 
munist spell. For all the ven- 
omous anti-white invective, it 
is never anti-Red. The Red 
line is followed. The same lan- 
guage is used. Communists 
provide the causes, the propa- 
ganda and much of the funds. 
To calls (or “Negro rights” 
have been added slogans like 
“imperialist warmongers.’’ 
“capitalist scum’’ and others 
supplied by the Reds. 

Nor is the campaign con- 
fined to hate words and ob- 
scenities. 'The threat of physf 


caljjolcnce— beating, knifing, 
shooting—ts also us^ to deter 
opposition. 

Black Panther “minister of 
education ' George Murray, 
former Oakland elementary 
schoolteacher, education coor- 
d i n a 1 0 r for San Francisco 
State’s Summer YoufrWortr* 
program and lately part-time 
English teacher at the col- 
lege, has told students: 
“America represents slavery, 
America represents bell.” 

He calls theyAmerican flag 
“a piece of toilet paper’’ and 
says it should be “f I u s h e d 
down the toilet and burned in 
the seweis” 

Murray claims he was vic- 
timized by suspension from 
the college for, urging the stu- 
’ dents to • cariV’ gulw to pro- 
tect themselves.” His actual 
words at the campus rally left 
little doubt what he meant.*" 
“What we want to do,’’ he 
said, "is use guns jind force to 
liberate black people, as our 
brothers all over the world 
are doing against American 
imperialism. " 

Murray is an old-time 
Marxist. The Communist par- 
ty publication in Cuba, which 
he also has visited, gave him 
pages. He was quoted as 
saying: "Every time a guer- 
rilla knocks out a U.S. soldier 
this means one aggressor less 
against those wU fight for 
tr^om in the United States." 

The Detroit riot, be said, kept 
National Guardsmen busy so 
they could not even be cmisi- 
dei^ for duty In Vietnam. :

No q>eratian 
of subversive forces in this 
country ha^Eeen more bold, 
direct or blatant than the C(»n- 
munist takeover of the youth ' 
protest movement. 

“We’ve got the DuBois 
Chibs, the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee, the 
Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety,” Hall boasted. “We 
have them going for us and 
they are not fronts in the usual 
sensfi^of the word.” 

He could have listed several 
more. 

The Communists have made 
great headway since 1961 
when they started their plan 
to capitalize on the energies, 
resourcefulness, idealism and 
inexperience of young Ameri- 
can hotheads.

Communist fronts. The idea 
was to give them every en- 
couragement and help to feed 
. them with propaganda and, 
where they show^ promise, 
supply them with more 
funds. 


. ^liere local leaders were 
not considered active or mili- 
tant enough, trained leaders 
. .were dispatched to the area. 
Their job was to build up the 
group by recruitment among 
the rootless intellectuals and 
loudmouthed malcontents, to 
make more impact on the 
community and stir up more 
rcsentlhent. . . 


Liberal movenwnts, calling 
themselves non-Goiainunist or 
■ even unti-Communist, were 
also marked for i n f i 1 1 r a- 
tion. While concealing bis 
Communist connections, the 
agent was to exploit existing 
grievances, arouse members 
to protest other “wrongs,” 
and use his own persuasive 
personality either to be elect- 
ed or eventually to take over 
as spokesman fra* the group. 
Activities thereafter were to 
be directed along channels 
that served the of the 
party. 

, College campuses were par- 
ticularly fertile soil, ndei 
Castro's victory in Cuba In 
f ' 1959 had shown what cotdd be 
achieved by a small group of 
young, dedicated followers. 

/ Castro’s deeds had stirred 
the imagination of American 
students already touched with 
revolutionary fever. They 
were ripe for indoctrination 
fay Commui^ pro-Commun- 


Jsi and-4 1 fa e r a I professors. 
^Drere were plenty of these 
Ureund ready to talk about the 
*‘«'v}ls’’ and “lD}u.''-tices” of 
Ift^rialiun, capitalism and 
jfae American aystem, and the 
p-hl g b t of opprefsed peoples 
aoround the world. 

Back-up was provided ffom 
outside py Communist party 
functionaries, including Hall 
himself, making speaking 
lours of the campuses. 

Other vehicles of indectri- 
nation were opm'forunis, ral- 
liM and teach-ins. The teach- 
ills were 8 technique devel- 
e^ed from the earlier Com- 
munist front “study group" to 
reach larger audioim. 

Dressed up to look like fair 
debate, the “teaclt'in” was in 
GKt carefully planned, timed 
and supemsed by specially 
picked “discussion leaders” to 
give the organizers the advan- 
tage ever the invited opp^ng 
speakers. Planted -strat^cab 
ly about the hall were heck- 
lers armed with prepared 
questions and statements.

The latest SDS statement, 
appearing In eoe of the qnder- 
ground student papers which 
serve as organs of Cemmuiiist 
propaganda, aays; “The no- 
tion that we roust remain sini- 
ply 'an anti-imperialist etu- 
dent organization* is no lengo- 
viable. The nature tf our 
struggle Is such that it asoea- 
sHates an organization that is 
made up of youth and not Just 
itudents, and that these youth 
become dus conscioua. Ihis 
means that our struggle must 
M integrated into the strug- 
gles of the working pefqrle.** 
SDS crganlzers art told that

A|»il 17 to protest the war in 
Vietnam.”

Local organizers— dedicated 
vtdunteen as -well as paid, 
fuIMime agents— worked 1 0 
build up co^ratkm between 
those sjudents supporting dif- 
ferent causes. They arranged 
for the distribution and ex- 
diange td literature appn^ri- 
ately sympathetic to the oth- 
e r *s complaints, suggested 
they share meeting places and 
other facilities as well as 
some of the functions such as 
handbill distribution and 
' fund-£oilectii]g. 

Thus, students who orightal- 
ly were inftrestod nuiniy in 
civil ri^ts, or a greater say 
in domestic university mat- 
ters, were conned into demon- 
strating, marching and rioting

Ccmmimists call it “mob 
tnanipulajion.” They have had 
long practice at it. About the 
only new method they have in- 
troduced is the use of the 
two-way radio for ‘the ring- 
ie8dc.''s ioJ;ecp in touch wiDi 
each oiher 

The opei ation is carried out 
in six stages.- 

STAGE 1: Infiltration of 
any group already protesting 
some grievance. Agents also 
are moved into strategic posi- 
tion where they can aggravate 
some real or imagined wrong 
and form a new (untest group. 

STAGE Z: Meetings are ar- 
ranged, on or off campus, to 
discuss an issue and what 
should be done about it. Small 
contributions aresoughtto 
help the cause. Attention is 
• drawn to some article in one 
-'of the underground student 
newspapers that carry Red 
propaganda which “happens 
to deal with this very sub- 
ject.”. Volunteers are enlisted 
to distribute leaflets and pos- 
■ters. _ . ■ n

Stude n ts v.- h 0 sympathise 
with the dissidents but who 
don't no along with viol ence 
by now- have been drowned 
out. Anyone who has the 
coura ge to stand up and call 
for “further negotiations" is 
iidiculed and shouted down. 


Faced with incidents iriiich 
escalate from strikes and sit-' 
ins to outright assault on od- 
lege buildings, the authorities 
finally must choose between 
yielding to “stodent power" w 
calling in the pcdice. . 


The riot organizers prefer 
the ISlter. The apiiearance of 
police on campus — even to 
many who have no* swallowed 
all the incessant Communist 
propagaiula — Is seen as the 
ultimate crime that a univer- 
sity administration can com- 
mit. It stirs up a beady (taeling.. 
Of revulsion against these ulti- 
mate symbols of authority and 
of sympathy for the demon- 
strators. 


"Police brutality" and 
“pigs" are terms that have 
been used by Communists in 
other riots long before police 
ever appeared on U.S. cam- 
puses. it is taken up by other 
students as policemen, goaded 
by obscene insults and flying 
bricks and challenges to use 
^heir nightsticks,- 4 ry to (ptell 
what has by now bectHoe a 
full-scale riot.

1116 ringleaders are not nec- 
essarily the riot manipulators. 
These are less obtrusive, lliey 
direct operations, keeping in 
touch with each other by 
means of hand signals, mn- 
.ners and two-way radio. 
'"“The ablilfy to manipulate' 
people through violence and 
the mass media has never 
been greater, the potential far 
us rascals never more excit- 
;ing than now," proclaimed a 
speaker at a meeting of the 
Students fra a Democratic So- 
ciety, a Communist-backed or- 


In the name of defending 
such issues as “free speech,” 
“better cafeteria food." allow- 
ing girls in men’s dormitories, . 
xiraft deferment, no bn-cam- 
pus recruiting, more black 
studies, etc., they have 
launched ran^^es of looting, 
brawling and arson. Carrying 
.the red flag of Communist 
' revolution and the black flag 
'of anarchy, they have 
stormed buildings, held people 
captive, beaten up opponents, 
erected barricades and fought 
pitched battles with the police, 
deploying radio-directed stu- 
dents as shock troops. 

The Columbia riot was dl- 
rectedjjy an SDS “high com- 
mand" which set up bead- 
quarters in one of the occu- 
pied college buildings, and co- 
ordinated activities through a 
network of 40 walkie-talkies, 
telephones and runners. The 
same kind of n-ganization has - 
been observed at Berkeley 
and elsewhere.

Such pubficationc scM'e not 
only as organ? of Red propa- 
ganda; they also arc used to 
transmit directives , to parly 
members and others working 
' for ^hr same tauae. Detailed 
subversive tactics are worked 
out locally at secret meetings, 
but there is im seciecy about 
the over-all missio.n and the 
objectives. 

Under the heading “Onti- 
mune-ism Can Win” the Barb 
piece outlines a plan for set- 
ting up "revolutionary com- 
munes, each censisting of 
from 10 to 30 people who live 
near each other.” 


in existence, such articles can 
only have the p ut p o s e of 
building up the network. 

"Some of os should move 
into factories and shops as 
well as into working class 
communities,” the Commun- 
ist-backed Students for a 
Democratic Society proclaims 
throi{gh the underground 
press. "We should move into 
the liberation struggle now 
being fought inside tiie armed 
forces and take an active 
part." 

Educators used to shrug oft 
the SDS as just an unruly 
bunch of impetuous youngs- 
ters until a congressional re- 
port last year charged it with 
having given "open support to 
guerrilla warfare in the Unit- 
ed States.” 

The SDS *makes no boner 
about it. “We're working to 
build a guerrilla force in an 
urban environment,” it states. 
"We’re actively organizing se- 
dition,” boasted national sec- - 
retary Greg Calvert 


Such communes, Felsenstcin 
says, couW form a "decentral- 
1 z e d revolutionary organiza- 
tion which is so vital for sus- 
tained militancy. It would be 
a substantial and yet invisible 
organization, capable of explo- 
sive activity or dormancy as 
the situation demanded.” 

Since several groups of this 
nature are already known — 
at least by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation — to be 


zation, helplQ structure the 
Free Speech Movement which 
disrupted Berkeley in 1964. 

At San Francisco §tate Col- 
lege, student rebels wercnfiv- 
en specific instructions on how

Recruiting for revolution 
reaches down to high schools, 
junior high and even lower. 

One SDS pamphlet urges 
young school radicals to ex- 
ploit tensions and potentiali- 
ties existing in the American 
high school setup. Suggested 
ways for creating disorder at 
the junior level delude start- 
ing trash can fires, setting off 
false fire alarms, organizing 
mass protests 'on such issues 
as dress regulations, attend- 
ance, even education itself. 

"We have much to learn 
from SLATE, the Berkeley 
campus political movement,'.’ 
the SDS lectures its up-and- 
coming agitators. SLATE, an 
early Communist front organi- 


thc college's chemistry de- 
partment. 

Another statement put out 
by the SDS during the San 
Francisco State trouble was 
beaded. "The Need to Fight 
the Cops.” It exhorted: 

"The weapon that the rul- 
ers always fall back on when 
others fail is their armed 
might. In this case it was the 
police forces from San Fftn- 
cisco and surrounding coun- 
ties. (President S. I.) Hayaka- 
wa thought* If he used enough 
police terror we would quit 
and give up the strike, but in- 
stead of rolling over and play- 
ing dead we fought back. We 
met their dubs with Mace and 
rocks and bottles. Several 
plainclothesmen were beaten 
up v^en they wew discov- 
ered. This was a big" step fw- 
ward for many of the white 
students. They overcame their 
awe and fear of the pigs and 
helped defeat every attempt 
to smash the strike.” 


How are radicals Who help 
the Reds financed? 

Said Inspector Tom Fitzpa- 
trick, director trf San Francis- 
co Police Department’s intel- 
ligence unit: "We know they 
take up collections, charge 
dues or solicit contributions 
from well-heeled fellow travel- 
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crs. of v/hniii (here are many. 
Bn! o!! (Iiesc sources put to- 
grtlf r ai'jldu f ceme up with 
the innncy j! takes to run their 
operations, . 

'■^"Sotne of them, for inst- 
ance, have been able to com- 
mute between Havana. Hanoi 
and even Moscow, like well- 
1 0 -d 0 globetrotters, not to 
speak cf frequent transconli- 

,..nental trips.” 

Proceeds from the sales of 
underground publications, 
plus profits from the salacious 
commercial ads and personal 
"want” columns, make up 
qnly a small part of the reve- 
nue to finance the youth sub- 
version program. 

Membership dues to various 
radical groups are used to 
subsidize The propaganda 
campaign. For every paid, 
full time worker there arc 
dozens of volunteers — can- 
vassing, fund-raising or busy 
in makeshift offices near the 
campus, cranking out mimeo- 
gi ap.hed sheets, letters and 
notices of forthcoming meet- 
ings. 


In some cases where radi- 
cals control the student body, 
part of the student body fees 
are channeled off to leftist 
causes. The California Elduca- 
tion Code specifically prohib- 
its grants of student funds 
(which are compulsory col- 
lege fees) to racist organiza- 


tions. This may keep out Ku- 
Kluxers all right but not their 
opposite numb^. 

Outraged students at San 
FYancisco State College sent 
Gov. Reagan and Atty. Gen. 
Ibomas Lynch a letter show- 
ing how these fees had provid- 
ed money for a number of 
radical groups including the 


Third World Liberation Front 
t|!3.339) and (ho Black Stu- 
dents Union (S22.073). The at- 
torney general's investigation 
of the San Francisco State 
budget revealed that one 
speaker had quietly returned 
a $400 student government 
speaking fee to the Black'Stu- 
dents Union and that an offi- 
cer of the Black Students Union 
had bought a sniper rifle with 
a telescopic sight with a $150 
student government check. 


. Public money also is misdi- 
rected into Communist causes 
by New Left students and oth- 
ers who have worked their 
way into influential positions 
on various off-campus pro- 
jects financed umfer the War 
oi(*Poverty, Local office facili- 
■ ^ have b«n used for print- 
ing and distributing propagan- 
da. 

An investigation by an Off- 
ice of Economic Opportunity 
auditing team showed that 
over $6,000 of federal funds 
had been expended in promot- 
ing various rallies and demon- 
strations in S a II Francisco, 
events having nothing what- 
soever to do with the War on 
Poverty. 


Summer youth camps have 
also been occasions fpr Red 
indoctrination. A San FVancis- 
co m 0 1 b e r complained that 
her son returned from one 
weekend cuting laden with 
Communist propaganda litera- 
ture. He told of having lec- 
tures on Marxism and 
Maoism. 

Investigators found that 
chartered buses were taking 
60 to 70 youngsters at a time 
from around that area to a 
camp owned and operated by 
Willie and Else Beltran, kxig- 


lime functionaries of the Com- 
munist Parly. Manager was 
Virginia Proctor, wife of Ros- 
coe Procter ,-righlhand /nan of 
Mickie Lima.'^o heads t^ 
Northern California branch^ 
the Communist Party U.Sfc. 
Buses, lodging and other colts 
paid for out of War- On 
Pdverty funds. ■» 


Other so<aUed “youth lead- 
ers,” some carrying the title 
of “reverend” but identified 
as working for Communists, 
have participated in similar 
projects. 

Other big money raisers are 
admission fees to private por- 
nographic plays and movies 
which have lately been mak- 
ing the rounds ■*oT‘ more and 
more campuses. Tlie proceeds 
from sales of pornographic 
‘hooks and drugs, as well as 
from organized looting and 
robbery, are document^ ac- 
cording to cases on file with 
the FBI. 

Also on file is evidence of 
funds supplied from Commun- 
ist sources abroad. The Pro- 
gressive Labor Party obtained 
$43,000 iiTPeking, money that 
had been changed into U.S. 
cuiirenc;^. It was picked up at 
the Mexican City National 
Bank in Mexico City by a girl 
University of California stu- 
dent, who bpught it to Berke- 
ley and, Becoming to House 
Committee investigation, de- 
bvered it to PLP leaders Mor- 
timer Scheer and Lee Coe. 


Testimony wa.^ given in 
Washington a few months ago 
by breakaway members of the 
PLP and Trotskyite Social 
Workers Party.

The nationwide network of 
subversion is made up of old- 
time ‘ ctU.s”— groups meeting 
in private houses or “clubs” 
front establishments like 
private schools, summer 
camps and hotels which are 
really {raining and indoctri- 
n a t i n g scliools — phis many 
groups openly calling them- 
selves Communist. pro-Com- 
munist, leftL't or New Left. 


The main '‘knots'’ in tlic 
neUvoik are New York in the 
East, Chieago in the Interior 
and San F »■ a n c i s.c o In the 
We.st. 

One of San Francisco’s ear- 
lies' Communist front estab- 
lishments was the California 
Labor School. After the U.S. 
Justice Department put it on 
the subversive list as a Com- 


munist indoctrination center 
and clo,scd it down, organiz- 
ers moved out into other sub- 
versive activities, where they 
are still busy today, some of 
them on coDVbc campuses. 

West Coast source of much 
Red propaganda material is 
53 Colinn Street, one of a 
shabby, broken-down block of 
buildings with closed doors 
and shuttered windows off San 
Francisen's Market Street. It 
is headquarters for the Tliird 
World Liberation Front and 
the Vietnam Day Commit- 
tee, and command post of 
Asher Harar, reportedly the 
No. 3 Trotskyite in the United 


Stales and No. ] man west of 
the MisslSElppi I’iv T. U also 
is the haiigoul o' the Black 
Panthers and o'hci rev'ilution- 


ary groups. 

There the office mimeo- 
graph machines run late turn- 
ing out anti-police, anti-estab- 
lishment, pro-revolutionaig 
propaganda. 

One of the directives that 
went out coast to coast said: 


“If you are working for a de- 
fense plant engaged, in mak- 
ing munitions, you <^ant to see 
that that munition proves to 
be a dud when it gels there. If 
you are working for a food 
plant making K ration, do 
whatever you can fo contami- 
nate that food so it will be no- 
netJible when it gets there.” 

San Francisco was chosen 
as the launching place for 
subversion in the West be- 
cause of its cosmopolitan pop- 
ulation, the climate of liberal- 
ism that already existed, and, 
chiefly, because it was also 
the home of one of the great- 
est. most influenlial centers of 
I c a r n i n g in the world— the 
Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
versity of California. 


Few people are aware of the 
full significance of the “Battle 
of Berkeley.’’ It was no spon- 
taneous student uprising. It 
was planned and organized by 
Communists, with the help of 


•l 

tinHo-calicd “New Left” and 
others committed to the de- 
struction of this country's .sys- 
tem of govcujmcnt. 

They won an ' historic "Firto-’ 
ry. Berkeley became the . 
beachhead from which to IryJ 
to launch a revolutioa acrossf 
nation s campuses. 

T oti a y ’s Communists or 
pro-Communists control some 
of the positions of authority^ 
within the faculty and admin-'’ • 
isirative office.s. They domi- 
nate at least 10 important de- 
partments of the university. 

The result is “a great and 
continuous barrage of propa- 
ganda at Berkeley denouncing 
this nation and its foreign pol- 
icies. It has nothing to do with 
a youth movement. It is the 
effect of the subversion of 
yfluth.” 


The wave of disorder and 
violence that has swept U.S. 
universities and colleges was 
set in motion at the Berkeley 
campus df the University of 
California in 1954. 


The words are those of a 
Berkeley professor concerned 
enough to utter public warn- 
ing of what has happened and 
is happening there. He is Dr. 
Hardin B. Jones, no wild-eyed 
Red-baitinffanatic. 

Professor of ijjedical phys- 
ics. assistant director ot the 
Donner Laboratory and an in- 
ternationally respected scien- 
tist. he is a tall, dignified, 
quiet-mannered man with 
more than 30 years’ close con- 
tact with Berkeley, beginning 
when he was a student. 

“No one any longer speaks 
out effectively in the laculty 

S administration at Berkeley 
r the important concepts 
ic to our free society or to 
retain the excellences ot our 
past social achievements, 
even thcvjgh such identified 
excellences are u s u a 1 1 y re- 
garded as the core material 
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for an r d tt c a t i 0 n.'* said

mrrect. Many are ready to 
^test and demonstrate with- 
out Communist coaxing. 

. A small but determined 
Iroup had been working to tm- 


dermirtE the nniversity’s aca- 
:-demic structure and “politi- 
cize” it long before the 19M 
outburst over “free 
speech.” 

. In 1957. a .small student coa- 
lition caUed SLATE sought to 
' pin the political advantage <A 
claiming to utter their extre- 
mist political views in the 
name of the 20,900 registered 
students. 

Its platform was that Qie 
student govemment “should 
take sta^s on hatiboal and 
intematimial issues,*’ contrary 
to the principle embodied in 
. the university’s charter that 
the university and its subdivi- 
sions should be “free from 
political influences.” 

^LATE was defeated. After 
repeated defiance of authority ' 
it became an off-campus or- 
ganization, continuing to press 
radical demands. Cammunists 
held leading positions. 


In the summer of 1964, 
SLATE issued a manifesto 
calling for revolution on the 
campus to match and support 
political revolution in the 
world. It urged students “to 
begin an open, fierce and tho- 
roughgoing rebellion on this 
campus . . . start a program 
(K Citation, petitioning, ral- 
lies. etc., in which the final 
resort will be to dvil 
disobedience.” .. . 

it exhorted them to ‘I’organ- 
.'ize and split this campus wide 
open! If sudi a revolt were 
’ conducted with unrelesUng 
.'toughness and coupage, it 
; could spread to other campus- 
es across the country.” 

‘ The SLATE slogans became 
the b a 1 1 1 e cry of the Free 
Speech Movement, whose or- 


g a n i z e r 8 included the Red 
functionaries of SLATE.

As a Berkeley professor .Na-

But in our own countrj', 
where opportunities abound for tlie expression of differing 
political points of view, to make the university a political 
inslrumcuf is wlucational genocide. 

What I am saying is that the tendency legitimized by 
Harvard and liy Oniicll may result in a continuous purge of 
universities by students who have liecome pnliticaliz^.

At tbe tun) of the centnr)', there wa.s an English lecluri 
who, having visited the American universities, returiu'd t 
aEngland with tbe observ'ation that there were three se\( 
in A^merica: men. W'onien and college professors. He obvioie 
ly meant to call attention to the ahseiK-e of simple nion 
courage on tlie part of the faciiltie.s. 

I had assumed tliat this failing— if it ever existed— li:ti 
been overcxiine. Alas, there is heart -sickening evidgiiu’C lh:i 
m.'t ny faculties arc more aitFri^i^ jirinnliig p e.ice at :in; 
rjyjce than iii.giefendiiigaciideiT^^res'doin. ” 

The great irony is tliat Americ'.iii IsiciiUm-s often < on 
demned Co-ntiau fui'iilties that refused to sl.'ind up to thnsi 
who tramjiled -on aeademic freedom when resislaiice migli 
Iiave meant the los.s of their lives and those of tlieir fajnilies 
But, hi the United States— confronlesl with a threat tliwi 
do^n't begin to compare in seriou,sness with the threat ol 
fotalilarians— faculty members Iiave yielded in the bo|x 
that, if tliey gave tlie .students what they demanded, the stn- 
deiils would lx; "reasonahle.” They only gel kickeil hiir<'>'i. 

''THE WORST -EXCESSES"- 

O Is the present structure ‘%f the university as an insti- 
tution outmoded— especially the large, so-called "multi- 
versities”? 

A What has I).')p|x>iii'il has liapimiied not only al hngi' 
UiiiycT.siljc.s hut at small. Laxik what ixx-iirretl at Sw'arlliinoic. 
a small ixillege where the prmidinit daxl of a heart attack in 
tlic midst of sliidcnt lurnioil, Lixik what liapiiciicd at Oln r- 
lin, w'here sliideiit.v got nut of hand and violated the pnK'C- 
thire.s f;slul>lishi'd hy faciilly-stndciit cnniinillees. 

No. It is iiilcrc-stiiig to ob.serve that the worst excesses lune 
occtirres! at tlx* most lilieral universities, large or small. Tliis 
is overlrxikrtl by some jxsipio in positions of {xilitical aiithoiHv' 
whose academic qualifications are rather duhioirs. 

For example, licre is Rolierl Finch, our ScxTclary of 
Health, Education and W'elfare, who maintained that many 
universities have brought troubles on tbemselves because 
of rigid administrative procedures and outmoded altitii<l<‘s 
and because they pay too little attention to students. 

This is true of some iiistitulion.s, but is il tlic cause of 
student di.sorilers? If Secit’lnry F'incb were right, the wiiisi 
disorders and rxixvsses would Ixivc oix'iirresl al the must 
anlliorilariiiii universities, lint this is not tlic ease. Secreta'v 
l''iiicli Ls talking through his hat. , 

Tlic truth is that at Harvard, Corntill, San.-Pranciscxi Slate 
the adniinislrations were very imicli cxiiiccn^l with students. 
Tlicie cxisletl comiiiittees on w’hich faculty ;■>! stiideiit.s wi-ie 
rcpre.sei)led. Yet it was tliere tliat tlie .stucliits were guilty 
of some of the worst excesses. At ColumBa tlie situation 
worsened after vast reforim. Al Cornell, i^ was a fai'iilti- 
student committee that deckled, horror of lioitors. thBt lliice 
Negro .students were to he censured— crnsiirrrf.' Some punish- 
nient! Vet llie result was a resort lo amis.

Whoei*' wrote that speech for Mayor Lindsay was actual- 
ly pnttinil^vords in liis month to eneonrage students to do 
preeksel)' the things that tliei' rc doing today— in high schools, 
too— which he is deplorin". What iiiahes Mayor Lindsay an 
authority on the colleges? 

Scientists often rush in to talk about these matters as if 
they wish to ilhisliate that there is no transference of traiii- 
ing from one field to anolhei. A famous biologist and Nobel 
Prize winner at Harvard claims that, if adults would lie 
aronserl abonl sor-ial and jKilitiV-al affairs, then youtb would 
not b<’ aroused. Thj- is rlcmonslrably false. After all, adults 
today are mori' arona-d aliiinl social and political affairs 
than llipi ever have been in* the past, but students yc not 
less violent bill inoir. 

Secondtx . he tails in r\pl.iin why. in the past, when adults 
were not iirouscd, yniilh _\ias apathetic. Aging scientists, 
their creative work hchiod tlicin, like aging business tycoons 
Irecoine “elder sfalcsmcr'— aod with tlie .same qualifications.' 

Th»' trouble with siii !■ -‘‘stalesmen” is that they don't 
bring to the considnralion o| .social and political affairs the 
same conscientionsiic.ss. the background of knowledge, and 
sense for logical form aod evidence that is second nature 
to them Ir'n t* • p-"- iv 1it>oratory. 

But not oiil-.' .scii'Pili.'t' •'iiiiijir afield. Take a theologian 
like K‘'h<‘rt Mi.Mec Blown ol Stanford, wlio niaintains that, 
in the name of Iminan ficedom, academic freedom should 
lie .sacrificed, lie se<’ni" tmaware of the fact that academic 
freedom is a hiiniao freedom, loo. Rolrespierre might liave 
spoken in the vein tliat Ui. Brown did when the French 
Revolntionarv terrorist deciewl tlie guillotining of Condorcct 
[progressive philosopher], for Holrespierre identified human 
frcwloin with “the health of the Revolution." 

Our would have e,\p< tied a theologian witli insight to 
liave recogoizefl that academic freedom is so fundamental 
liecause the real problem is the conflict of freedoms. The 
re.asiin we've .slre.ssesl .ii'iidcmic freedom is tliat we believe 
that the knowledge, the rliiinhinent, the objetiivily which 
flows from acatlctnic freedom helps us expand otlier human 
freedmns as well us resolve the conflicts among them more

HOW AMERICA HAS CHANGED- 

Oi lake those who io discussing student violence always 
rcfei to the violence tii the American Revolution to prove 
how anihonlitally Ameiir'im violence is. Someone should tell 
iheiii wi-'ve alo'adv won the American Revolution— that we 
nlir.'iulv had oiii Boston Ten Parly. And we had them because 
at the lime tlKirc-did not exist the political institution.s by 
wbicli B t'oiikl settle grievant'CS peacefully. 

TotlB vve have llicrh. We can settle onr politicid differ- 
ehccs Biiiigh tlie liallot rallier flian tlirough riots. And wliat 
noKsi'iia to hcai otherwise intelligent men cite approvingly 
llip Bifc'.virs discovery that “violence is as American as 
I'heirv pie''— its if that made, violence or everything Ameri- 
ratt as giMid as cherry pie. Lvmching is American, too. But 
does that make it goml? 

Txamiiie remarks like those made by John D. Rockefeller 


HI who, in a Tfveijl^kecch, called down bles.sings upon tin- 
voting liecaiise of^rb concern with scxial and political 
affairs. I don’t know where John D. Rockefeller III gets his 
iofiirmntinn alxmt what's hapiiening on American campuses 
V.'hoever supplies it to him obviously can't distinguish I>e- 
tween inlelleclnal dissent aud. tlie exercise of violence. 

The Nazi stiidents in the ’3t)s Wwre also’^’ciMicernrd” with 
social and political matters when tliey trarrtpleil nh'‘’lhr 
rights of Jewish and socialist professors. But .-aiiylxxly who 
merely or mainly praised them for their “concern" at that 
time wollh^ithcI»^la\^ lieen eonsideretl a Nazi svinpathize’’ 
or a piilitical cretin. And to find somehnily today who 
praises violent disrupters Irecanse tlicv 're “coucerned” witli 
social and iroliticnl issues, who doesn't understand tliat -their- 
violent metluKls are far more important than any “concern " 
tlury are showing, seems to me to be irresponsible— to jnit it 
vety’ mildly— l>ecau.sc it encourages violence by tlie "con- 
f.ernctl." 

Q Wliat about the claim of the “New Left" philosopher 
Herbert Marcuse that authority in today's society is so dif- 
fuse and so powerful that peaceful trethndk won’t work? 

A No, Marcuse is simply miiddlo-l»eailed. What he i.s 
saving is this; DemocTacy has failesl Ix'canse jieople cImkiso 
tilings of which Marcuse disappnij^gs. He is a Prussian type 
who liclieves that vve slionUl force |>eopl«- to be free, force 
them to love each other. Marcuse has iwhiicly d«flar<*d that 
lu' would rather Uiat Negroes didn't have the right to vole 
than choose wrongly hy voting like vs-hile workers for the 
viiiliies of a con.snmer society. Credit where credit is due! 
He certainly has the courage of his confusions. 

For Marcuse, error lias no rights. This goes back to Augus- 
tine’s dictum. Those who lielieve they have the absolute 
truth, you see, don’t accept the experimental methods of 
democracy, which is skeptical of absolute tnitli. The “rigid 
!'• he wrung" is’iud onlv in'cevsiii v in order to he a person: 
it sometimes is inx I’ssarv *Tii oiili-r to .leai-li (he Irulli. li 
science, we make progress by eljininaling errors. V'ery ofleu 
the hypothesis wliicb is refuted furthers our knowledge. 

"DEMONSTRABLE NONSENSE"- 

Q ^'hnt about statements that we should listen to the 
students— that they are trying to tell us something? 

A Of cour.se. wc should listen to students— and the truth 
is that we have been listening to students. But the best wav 
to communicate wliat one wants is through words, argu- 
ments. programs— forms of demonstration that arc reason«l 
■led reasonable. 

A blow never communicates when we reach for under 
.^landing. Pow'er may come out of a giin barrel— not insight 
sir truth. Those who say students are merely "trying to com- 
niunicate” are unaware of the fact that they have communi- 
cated quite well. But some students’ conception of vs’hclhrr 
they’re listened to is simply whether faculties will yield ti> 
any demands they make. 

When students sav' that they want to determine the na- 
ture of the curriciihiin and have the right to hire and fir.'; 
professors, we understand very well what they arc saying. 
\\'hal they are saying is demonstrable nonsense, liceau.sc In 
make sucii a deinainl is to equate exjrcrience and inexpei- 
ieiifc, maturity and immatiirilv', knowlcdge^id ignorantx-. 

If a student wants to learn merlicine to le a dix'tor, the 
fact that he wants to learn indicates that » hasn’t got the 
authority to determine what he should stud* in order to bc- 
tome a gootl doctor. There is an' authorilisve, as distinct 
from an authoritarian, aspect to the teachlig relationship 
whtcli flows from live superior knowledge, the tested meth- 
ods, the objective evidence which the teaclier relics on. Tlti.s

Concerning the SDS, it should be noted that the 
local leadership is in a complete quandry. In one of the 
SDS groups, the Workers Student Alliance faction is in 
opposition to the BPP petitions but they lave taken no part 
in the petition oar^aign and arc whoHy disinterested. The 
other faction of the SDS in the Ion Angels area is com- 
pletely disorganized and there hns been absolutely no effort 
by this gro>ip to do anything about the BPP endeavors. 

In view of the above situation in the Los Angeles 
area, it Is felt that no concentrated effort should be made 
to select certain informants and guide them as suggested in

Locally. thie informants of the Los Angeles office have 
been advised to continue to cause ar-split between the 
BPF and SDS. 


Locally the petition campaign appears to be 
meetlnn; uith little success and tie SDS "leadership" 
has taken no action to either help or hinder thd' efforts 
of the BFI . Informants have been alerted and told -that 
in Mjc event there is any indication of friction between 
the SDS and EPP over the petition issue, this office 
should be so advised. Since the petition campaign is 
not meeting with any real success this office does not 
believe that we should fan the flame of enthusiasm among 
BPP members by having SIS criticise BPP efforts.
